open rupture in the Cabinet, the present prospect is 
truly a gloomy and wintry one. There is no 
reasou to expect that any very active movements 
will now be thade for the winter months ; and it 
remains to befseen whether cool reflection, for 
which ample fime will thus be afforded, will lead

stances, furtished the world with an unparalleled 
example of national magnanimity, and for which 
history will yet give her credit, let the impatient 
and unreasonable.

people. It seems to be admitted on all hands that 
be are an‘acute and energetic body of colonists. 
So far, .thére is a fuip reason for allowing them 
to elect representatives who shall make laws for 
bhe governnent of the colony. The only objec- 
kion that has been raised to their capagity for 
self-government arises out of thieir mode of life. 
The colonists are nearly all engaged actively in 
the pursuit® of money-making ; and it is urged 
that they may not:haveigufficiént time to attend 
ito the government of their colony, In this con, 
sideration, however, we must acknowledge we, 
isee vey little force, 
‘“¢iroughout a colony is a fact necessarily propor- 
‘tioned to the simplicity of its public interests. Lt 
‘is only in grown-up Stats, with learned profes- 
‘gious, and men of leisure gubsisting on the pro- 
‘ceeds of already realized wealth, that yon tind 
icomplicated politi ‘al interests to be dealt with. 
'The inhabitants at a country are always equal to 
ithe legislative requirements of that country. So 
‘rude a dependency aa British Columbia can give 
‘birth to none of the abstruse practical problems 
‘of government that crack the brains of political 
* philosophers. We should be disposed to assume 
‘that an active and intelligent people are fully 
i equal to the task of legislating for themselves. 
i Before tliey have more complex questions to solve, 
‘they will have a more complex society to solve

There can be no doubt that 
the present state of affairs in British Colambia 
is discreditable to our Colonial government, 
This matter has a greater prospective impor- 
tance than even its importance now. British | 
Columbia, though at present so thinly peopled, 
is a large country. The tide of emigration is 
setting in there rapidly. Gold discoveries have 
been made ; and the prospect is already sufficient 


ers. The resources of the country, in different | 
respects are unquestionably great ; and a resi- | 
dent Executive which shall develope them is per- | 
haps of as much importance as the grant ‘of a] 
representation to the colonists. Instances of | 
this may be found in the delays and indifference | 
with which. the demands of. the inhabitants for 
promised concessions of land have been received, 
ang in the undoubted financial mismanagement 
of the Government at Vancouver. We have 
reason to think that representative concessions of 
a simple kind will satisty the colonists ; ‘and the 
moment is opportune, as the Act of 1858,.creat- 
ing Btitish Columbia a colony, is about to expire.

On Tuesday} the 19th we passed ohe of the 

-most dangerou§ portions of our road. | Our trail 

Isy over a prefty high mountain, and near the 

top consisted df a very narrow pathway, with a 

perpendicular Wall of rocks, on one side, anda 

steep declivity; down to thei, edge | of a precipice 
several hundred feet high on the other. ~Here 

a single blundér, one false step for either man or 

beast, and no human power. could save him from 

instant ‘destréctions The whole’ train passed 
it in safety. When we were on the top ef this 
mountain we diuld see the Jasper House, a per- 
tect picture ofjloneliness and solitude; away be- | 
low us in the valley on-the opposite, or north 
side of the Athabaska river, where from our éle- 
vation it appeared no larger than a hen-coup.

at a certain sdason, for the purpose of trading |

with the Shousliwaps.and other Indians of the } 


Rocky, Mounfains. It was shut up at ithis time. 

We halted fpr dinner ‘this day’ on, the shore of | 
White-tish Lake, being surrounded by Russian | 
Jack, the Blu¢k Mountain and Smith's Peak, and | 


camped for night-on « flat near . the Athabaska | 
after having tlimbed two or three very rugged | 


_mountains. .At 8 o'clock in the morning of 


“the 20th we feached thie crossing place of the | 


Athabaska river. We immediately set about 
building raft§, with which we floated ourselves 
and goods over, swimming our atjimals. We 
took dinner gn the northern bank of the river 
after all werg safely over. The river here 
about one hundred yards wide and fifteen to 
twenty féet deep, with a strong current. Here 
we found pfospects which, 


aday. These were the most encouraging returns 
we met with, although it is quite possible we 
may have passed near by, or even over, rich 
diggings, sifce our prospecting was confined 
merely to [washing a pan or two. of \sand, 
taken from the surface along the edges of . the 
streams at whatever point our road might chance 
tu cross them, without looking for any more 
promising lugalities ; entrusting the. impgrtant 
duty of makihg a more thorough examination to 
those of our pumber who remained’ behind us. 
At 8 o'clock on Thursday morning the 21st, we 
‘ passed the rdins of Henry’s House, a deserted 
trading post pf the Hudson Bay Oompany. it 
is situated ob the north side of the| Athabaska, 
near its confluence with the Mayefte. Shortly 
after this we reached the Mayette river, which 
we followed hntil we struck the head waters of 
the Frazer. | Our progress along this stream 
Was rather glow, both on account of the great 
quantity of fallen timber that obstructed our 
path, and the number of ‘times we had to ford 
‘the stream. | It is a mountain torrent that rushes 
down a rocky gorge, and oar trail lay for a short 
distance on pne side, and then on the other, so 
that in the ghort space of two hours we waded 
through it 1 less than seven times, while the 
water threatened to sweep us off qur feet, and 
“oh! how Gold.” During the forénoon of the! 
22nd we créssed the Mayette twice, and camped 
for the niglt on the. shore of Cow-dang Lake! 
At 4 o'clock this afternoon we passed the heights 
of land or dividing 
which fluw fo the east and those which flow to 
the west uf the Rocky Mountains. We were 
somewhat, Javon’ to find the weather in the 
valleys of this elevated region so mild and warm, 
sorrsunded|as they were on every side with im- 
mense heapis of perpetual snow, while some of 
the vast glaciers extended fur down toward 
them. Thére was a clearness, a lightness and 
salubrity about the atinusphere that was really 
delightful. / Shortly after we passed the dividing 
ridge we &truck the mighty Fraser at a polut 
where we/crossed it at a single step. During 
the first part of our journey we fyund such rich 
and abundant pasturage for our animals that 
aome of our oxen, that left Fort Garry in very 
ordinary ebndition, were fit for beef by the time 
we reached Edmonton ; but ever since we left 
the Saskatchewan the feed had been gradually 
failiug, an@ fur several days past there had been 
but very latle for them tu eat, sv, that they were 
rapidly giving out, and two or three were aban- 


doned ueayly every day, being unable. to travel |. 


any further, When we started from the Selkirk 
Settlement we expected to reach! the end of our 
journey injabout two months, and provided our- 
selves with what we considered a plentiful sup- 
ply of progisions—168 lus., of fluur and 50 lbs. 
of pemicag, besides a variety of other articles to 
each man} bat we had been nearly three months 
already orf the way,. and were yet In the middle 
of the Modntains without any certain kuowledge 
of what was before us, aud uur.stock of provisions 
was runuing so low thaty as @ precautionary 
measure, Wwe had been fag time wpon short 
allowances Here we ate our last pemican, when 
we found it necessary/tu kill an‘ox., Our supply of 
salt was nearly exhausted, and we. had to cure 
ovr neat by cutting it ibto thin atrips and dry- 
ing.it yvet the fire. On Saturday the 23d. our 
= intgnded,to camp for the night on Moose 

e, but owing to the desperate _conditivu of 
the roads we were unable to reach it ; we camp- 
ed upon the Fraser -within about four. miles of it, 
where the feed was very s.arce., We were com- 
pelied to nove fromsthis spot of Sabbath the 
24th in order to obtain pastarage for our animals, 
and‘camptd agdin at the westerty end of Mouse 
Lake. Feed still very indiffereyt. We dined 
this day upon a dish so delicate and rare that it 
‘might have tempted the palate of Epicurus him- 
self ; go dice, indeed, was it, that I have some 
little hesitation in naming it, lest we might be 
ensured for living too luxuriously by the way.

CRANFORD AGAINST WRIGHT. 





Having been sworn as a juror to give a true 
verdict according tu the evidence brouglit befure 
us, then deprived of the oppurtunity of doing so, 
coupled with the intimation from more than ove 
party that “we sought to be relieved from the 
duty devolved upon us, I propose to throw tu- 
gether.a few thoughts as they were suggested 
during the progress of the trial and since, and 
give Ubem to the public through the British Col- 
umbian. 

First,--A ‘more than ordinary insinuation from 
the Bench struck me as something very unusual 
to come frum‘any Judge, much more from the 
Judge’ of the Supreme Court of the Colony. The 
Attorney General of Vancouver Island ubjected 
tu sume evidence which was obtainéd from a Wit- 
ness ou the part of the plawtiff, his Honor replied 
that it was too late, the Jury had got the tuct, 
and the mischief was done! His Honor, still 
addressing himself to the Attorney General, said, 
“true, Mr. Cary, we are supposed to knuw 
these things, as we are educated, and able tw 
keep them in abeyauce till we hear the opposite 
befure turming a conclusion ; but the Jury are 
not so ; they hear the statement and draw the 
conclusion at once! !” It again happened that 
Mr. Cary objected, when bis Honor again replied, 
“the mischief is done.” Now Mr. Bditor, 1 am 
loath’ to believe that his Honur meaut to-lusult 
the Jury by saying they were uneducated. It 
is true that we are unedacated in the technicali- 
ties of the law, in the usd of phrases or words 
tuu frequently used to couceal tne real meaning 
of what is said from. the surrounding audience. 
Now sir when Counsel take in hand a somewhat 
reluctant witness, "tis a great pity for the cause

I think the above precedents will be considered 
sufficient, and, proceeding with due caution, (not 
being learned) I propose to bring the doings, or 
rather the neglect of those ¢laiming to be our 
superiors to the test of comnion sense, adding 
from Magna Charta: (not. Tatin but English, ) 
“to no man will we sell, to no man will we deny 
or defer, ‘justice and right.” | As jurors we are 
appointed by our country, wé@ are sworn to give 
a true verdict according to the evidence, as we 
shall answer to God, not the Judge. The duties 
of Juries, as I understand them, are very different 
and distinct from the dutics of a Judge. The 
Judge is undoubtedly the first officer of the Court, 
and‘among his other duties J suppose he must 
seé that order and decorum afe preserved, that 
witnesses are protected from being brow-beaten 
by Counsel, while the Lawyets have every oppor- 
tanity afforded to them of extracting the truth ; 
he also takes notes of the eyidence,. and, after 
the opposing Counsel are through, I suppose his 
duty is to take|the evidence, of which jhe has 
copious notes, and comment/on it for the beue- 
fit of the Jury, he takes witness after witness, 
shows the strong puints in their evidence, where 
they coincide, huw they differ, but where evidence 
conflicts, “gentlemen of the Jary you will decide,” 
and most properly so as that is the very thing 
they are sworn todo. He then goes on with 
the evidence brought forward to rebut the char- 
ges, and then says “ yentldmen of the Jury, if 
you find such and such statement to be sustuined 
your verdict will be so and go.” Now Mr. Edi- 
tor, in this celebrated case of Cranford against 
Wright we were occipied nine days in listening 
to evidence, when the Judge very coolly tuld us 
he was not going to read the voluminous notes 
he had; and he was as good as his word. 

His first omission, the positive swearing on 
the part,of the plaintiff that. Cranford’s goods 
were kept back contrary to agreement, and that 
Wright sent his owa goods forward. The equally 
positive swearing on the part of the -defendant 
by hitnself and’ his clerks that they did not. G:

Que of the jurors then 
stated to the Cuurt that there was every proba- 
bility of a verdict being found, and that they had 
not had time; but this was of no avail; we were 
dismissed ! 
Now, sir, it seems to me a complete | mockery 
of men to keep them eleven days listening to 
evidence, Judge and Counsel, then lock them up 
without giving them the article they most need 
to enable them to. solve what difficulties might 
arise, then, when they do get it, not allow them 
time to peruse it; for twelve men are nut going: 
to get a knowledge of what it treats ag easily as 
one man, especially when some of these think 
they are going to be trapped every step they 
take. Ihave been told that no jury that did not 
agree in three hours have ever yet agreed, that 
is in this Colony. That is nothing to the pur- 
pose ; time enough to be discharged when we 
asked for it. But to stuff a jury with all they can 
eat, keep them in ignorance of the things most 
needful fur them to know, and then discharge 
them for not duing; what we were not allowed an 
opportunity of downg, is neither & very wise: nor 
hunorable way of getting rid-of them.

THE LAND SYSTEM. 
The following letter, for lack of room, was 
unavoidably laid over. We shall take occasion 


in some future issue to reply @ some pvints 
therein :— 


To the Editor of the British Columbian. 


Sir,—In your issue of the 24th inst., you have 
an article headed ‘The land system,” which, 
whilst true in many respects, is yet very likely 
to be misunderstood by those in Canada and 
elsewhere, who may perchance see it in the -col- 
umns of the British Columbian, or copied in some 
other journal ; I refer more particularly to that 
part of your editorial which describes the pre- 
emptor as, walking forth into the trackless forest 
or over the open prairie, and staking off his claim 
without any regard to the points of the compass ; 
and; after he has occupied and improved what he 
regarded as his homestead, the Chief Cornmis- 
sioner, in the’ discharge of his duty, steps in, 
and, in many cases, decides that the Magistrate 
has done wrong in giving possession and creat- 
ing claims which he (the Chief Commissioner) 
cannot allow ; and the poor mans, after all his 
trouble, obliged to abandon his€laim altogether.” 
A stranger who would readthis part of your edi- 
torial, and who was notaware that there is a 
law regulating the pre-emption of land, would 
naturally concludé. that it would be worse than 
madness to think of going to such a place-as 
British Columbia ; and if he had happened to 
réad thé account of the law suit between Wright 
and Cranford, he would add, ‘‘ Why, there is 
heither Law nor Justice in that country.” 

What you have described is cnly the abuse: 
of the present Land System, but to those who 
know nothing aboat it, it will appear as the Land 
System itself, The law requires that the pre- 
emptor shall lay out his claim according to the 
cardinal points of the compass—except in cases 
where it is impracticable—and if any man is so 
selfish and regardless of the law as to stake off 
his claim as you have described in your editorial, 
it is but just that the Chief Commissioner, when 
he comes to survey it, should lay it off as the law 
directs ; but it does not necessarily follow that 
he mast abandon his claim altogether. In the 
case of a man who had laid out his claim as near 
as possible tu. the cardinal points of the compass, 
it would not be safe practice in the Chief ‘Com- 
missioner (whom you describe as supreme, when 
it comes to surveying and issuing a title) ‘if he 
found that such a claim was not strictly correct, 
to'say tothe settler, Sir, I find by my instro- 
ments that your lines are the sixtieth part of a 
degree incorrect, therefore I cannot allow your 
claim, you have forfeited all your improvements. 

The Chief Commissioney has no such powers 
as your editorial would indicate, and if he has 
ever assumed such airs, no doubt he found out 
the truth of the old adage, “If you tread on a 
worm it willturn.” In the discharge of his daty 

J i by the pre- 
emption laws and so long as the pre-emptor 
does not violate the law, not even the Govern- 
or himself (who gave the law) can interfere 
with his claim. : 

Under what you call the third point -in your 
editorial, you complain that “ the Eniet Commis- 
sioner is completely ignored throughout the pre- 
liminary process of pre-empting ”~ I' would ask 
you if you mean by this, that all applications for 
pre-empting should be made to the Chief Com- 
missioner in person, todo thishe must. be di- 
vested of his earthly coil, and as a spirit, become 
omnipresent throughout the length and bredth 
of British Columbia. We read of one man, some. 
thousands of years ago, who took upon himself 
as judge of a nation, to hear all cases himself in 
erson, but even in those early days, when men 
ived to a great age and had stronger cotistitu- 
tions than the Chief Commissioner, it was found 
necessary to appoint persons to attend to the 
minor matters, so that the Chief could have lei- 


sure to attend to the more important matters. 


(you recollect Jethro’s advice to his son-in-law, 


which he wisely adopted) - Yoar recommendation 
of free grants is praiseworthy ; but your sug- 


gestion to have the Country surveyed into dis- 
tricts, counties and townships, is open to grave 
objections at the present time. Your urgent 
appeal to Government to set about making a 
new Land System at once, and anihilate the old, 
is also open to grave) objections.- My principal 
objectidn to the sufvey at present is, that it 
would. only be a waste of money, which would 
benefit nobody, but syme Cousin Trutch. 

I wish to see that job deferred until the sur- 
veyors belonging to the. Royal Engineers shall 
be discharged, and under some rational system, 
such as'obtains in Canada or the United States, 
to see them employed on the survey of British 
Coélumbia.as freemen, Our present preemption 
(or rather squatting fystem, it should be called) 
is well adapted for this Colony at present ; and 
if people will not settle on the lands now, they 
would not. if the lands were surveyed. The 
great curse, and thé principal reason that we 
have not more settlers in the vicinity of New 
Westminster, is simply that the best and most 
available lands have been taken up, and are held 
by officials atid other land grabbers, contrary to 
the law made and provided for the actual settler. 
If the pre-emption Iw had been administered 
fairly and honestly, in} accordance with the spirit 


of it, there would hate been ten settlers in-the 


vicinity of New Westminster for one that is, and 
we would not have heard oue complaint about 
the Layjd System. My principl reason for ob- 
jecting to ts wiping out of) the present Land 
System) and making a new one is, that it would 
just suit those high functionaries, who have ob- 
taibed s0 much land by trampling the present 
law under foot. 1 wish to see the present law 
in force until we—the people of British Colum- 
bia—olitain the mandgement of our own affairs, 
wien we shall have 4 tribunal at the bar of which 
we can'try. the validity of those titles which have 
conveyed’ so much ofthe public domain back into 
the possession of thie wild beasts of the forest, 
butgwhich might otherwise have speedily been 
reclaimed, and beconje the abodes of civilization.
